Witnesses Say Car Was Running at a 


High Rate of Speed When Tragedy 
Took Place—Two Other 
Boys Hit. 


Motorman John B. Davidson of the 
transit company’s Cherokee division was 
threatened with violence at Ninth and Bid- 
dle streets Tuesday morning by an angry 
crowd that had been attracted to the scene 
by the killing of Meyer Cytron, aged 8 
years, of 906 Biddle street, by his car. 

Capt. Michael O'Malley of the Fifth Po- 
lice District, who was on the car when 
the accident happened, says that his prompt 
action in arresting Davidson was the only 

er the crowd's exercise of its spirit 
of vengeance. 

This precaution did not save 
from being @ the target of 


rocks. 

Capt. O'Malley wore citizen's clothes and 
the crowd at first did not pay any atten- 
tion to his asstirance that an investigation 
of the case would be made. 

a men and women did not cease 
their violent demonstrations until he 
showed his official badge. 

Fuel was added to the flame of excite- 
ment by a report that Conductor Charles 
E. yster had fied, and squads of the 
crowd scattered in every direction to search 
for him. 

But Eyster, who says he left his post to 

telephone to Dr. Brokaw, the transit com- 
pany’s surgeon, to attend the victim of 
the accident, returned of his own volition in 
five minutes. 
* Capt. O’Maliey then _summoned Patrol- 
man Murphy of the Fourth district and 
turned Davidson and BEyster over to him, 
after which the car was allowed to con- 
tinue its = to the sheds, where another 
crew took their places. 

They were taken to the Carr street sta- 
tion, where they were locked up, pending 
an investigation of the tragedy. 

The body of the boy, who died within 
two minutes after he was struck, was 
taken to the morgue. Deputy Coroner 
Fitzsimmons will hold an inquest imme- 
diately. 


Stories of the 
Tragedy Differ. 


Two different stories of the manner in 
which the tragedy occurred are told by 
the witnesses. 

All agree that the boy had started to 
run across the street. The speed of the

4 witnesses who live in the neighbor- 
hood say that the car was running at an 
excessive speed. 

Moterman Davidson. . Conductor Eystec | 
and Police Captain O'Malley say that its 
speed was moderate, which they define to 
be less than six miles an hour. 

The boy was playi marbles on the 
street with Meyer Koplan of 1008 Biddle 
Street, and another companion. 

One of his marbles slipped from his hand 
and rolled along the car track. He started 
diagonally across the street after it. The 
car struck him in the center of Biddle 
street, He saw it a second before it hit 
him and made a desperate effort to stop. 
Seeing that this would fail, he increased 
his speed with the intention of beating 
the car over the point of crossing. 

He almost succeeded, but a tardy foot 
hung over the east rail and the car caught 
it, dragging it beneath the wheels. Both 
trucks passed over his abdomen, almost 
severing him in twain. 

Probably not more than 12 persons wit- 
nessed the accident, but their cries soon 
increased the crowd to 200. 

The mangled body was removed from 
beneath the rear truck and laid upon the 
aranitoid walk. The boy breathed a dozen 
times and expired

“I shall not be here then.”’ soon— 
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Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Richard 
M. Johnson told the Post-Dispatch three 
days ago that as soon as he was furnished 
with a transcript of the evidence taken at 
the inquest on the death of Mrs. Lacey, 
who was killed by a transit car on Aug. 20 
at Easton and Goodfellow avenues, he 
would proceed to take immediate action 
with regard to fixing the responsibility of 
those responsible for the accident. 

Within 30 minutes after he made this 
statement the coroner handed him the de- 
sired transcript and Mr. Johnson said: 

“Now, 1 am in a position to do some- 
thing.” 

Ai 10 o'clock Tuesday morning Mr. John- 
son explained his inaction by saying that 
too much other business was on hand at 
the warrant office. 

“Why.” he said, pointing to a large batch 
of papers on his desk,” look at all that 
work.’’ 

Then he smiled and said: *‘But don't for- 
get to say that 1 am still investigating this 
matter. I am going to find out everything 
—who is responsible for running these cars 
at a high rate of speed and all that, pro- 
vided it is possible to get this information. 
Attorneys for the transit company are col- 
lecting evidence in the Lacey case and it is 
said that they have visited Prosecuting At- 
torney.fohneon. — —

After’ full consideration of the Lacey 
case, Mr. Johnson Monday decided that he 
wanted a lst of all the street car fatalities 
in St. Louis for one year. 


List of Fatalities 
for the Last Year. 

The coroner promptly furnished this re- 
port. It shows that on the lines of the 
transit company since August, 1900, 70 per- 
sons have been killed, and of this number 
two-thirds -met death in the last six 
months. 

On the line of the St. Louls and Subur- 
ban Railroad, for the same period, li per- 
sons were killed. 

in the last ten days 50 persons have been 
injured by transit company cars. 

Mr. Johnson says “it takes time’ to as- 
certain who is responsible for authorizing 
the transit cars to run at what a coroner's 
jury has pronounced an unlawful rate of 
speed. 3 

At the coroner's inquest, Motorman W. J. 
Mitchell swore that on the Easton Avenue 
Division, the division superintendent was 
responsible for the time schedule. 

“We are responsible to the superinten- 
dent,”’ said Mitchell, ‘“‘when we don’t make 
our run on schedule time.”’ 

At the same time, Mitchell said that he 
was not required to stop for able-bodied

Ellen Tumelty Lost Her Home When 
Mortgage Was Foreclosed—She 
Lives in Woods Near 
Manchester.

Miss Ellen Tumelty of St. Louis County 
declares that she is going to live out- 
doors until she dies. 

For five weeks she has slept and eaten 


under the trees, without the shelter of a 
roof, rain or shine. 

Companioned only by her little dog, Jesse, 
and her 15 pet chickens, she camps upon 
a hillside near the house she built 20 years 
ago, and from which she was ejected By 
main force, June 20. 

Miss Tumelty is a squatter on the home 
of her childhood. The home has been taken 
from her by due process of law, but she 
claims it still and refuses to leave the 
premises. 

Twenty miles west of St. Louis lies the 
village of Manchester, a one-street me- 
tropolis of the hillside farmers, a dozing, 
delightful stringtown-on-the-pike. Three 
and a half miles southwest of Manchester 
is the “Tumelty homestead, reached by 
roads that wind through valleys-and over 
hills and between cornfields and meadows. 
i patie te ts four miles from a steam 
railway and five miles from.a trolley. The 
Tumelty farm is over the hills and far 

It is far from the main-traveled 

It nestles in nature’s heart, secure 
and serene. It is a place fit for the pen- 
ance of solitude. 

Seated in a small rocking chair on the 
slope west of the farmhouse, in the shade 
of the oaks, one may behold a pathetic 
figure. It is that of a woman. She wears 
a limp sunbonnet, partly concealing her 
features and her hair that is tinged with 
gray. 

She rocks slowly back and forth. with 
an even motion. In her hands she holds a 
newspaper, a magazine of a book She 
reads and reads. Now an then she turns 
from her book and eanocs dovn the val- 
ley or across the hills beyond. She sits 
facing the West, looking toward the sun- 
set. 


Has Rocked There 

Since June 20. 

This is Miss Ellen Tumelty. Since the 
20th of June she has passed her days in 
this manner. The rocking motion of her 


chair is her only recreation. Once a day 
she goes to the home of her neighbor and 
old friend, Miss Protte, and procuras food 
which she has sent there to be Tooked. She 
returns to her chair and eats her simple 
repast. 

Jesse, the dog, gets choice bits. The 15 
pet chickens feast upon the crumbs. 
Under a tree near by are a wash boiler, 
a few pots and pans a.nd a smail pail in 
which Miss Tumelty carries water. Thrown 
over the line of a tavwe are her de] ciothes, 
which she tmakes down into a pallet cn 
the grass when she retires at night. 
The 91 acres formerly owned by Miss 
Tumelty are now the property of Yoreph 
Herzog of Manchester. Mr. lierzog bought 
the piace for $4300. (It was sold under a 
deed of trust. Miss Sumelty received but 
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PARIS, Aug. 27.—A semi-official note has 
been issued announcing that the porte, 
not having carried out its undertakings 
with regard to the disputed questions be- 
tween the French and Ottoman govern- 
ments, M. Constans, the French ambas- 
sador, acting under instructions from the 
foreign minister of France, left Constanti- 
nople Aug. 26, the date named in his last 
communication to the porte on the sub- 
ject. 

The press was informed today from the 
best source that the departure of M. Con- 
Stans from Constantinople, in the circum- 
Stances, is tantamount to a partial rup- 
ture of Franco-Turkish relations. Munir 
Bey, who is in Switzertand, will be informed, 
as sect forth in the seml-official note 
issued this morning, that the French gov- 
ernment does not desire him to return to 
Paris. The current affairs of the two em- 
bassies can be carried on by the charge 
d'affaires, but all negotiations of a politi- 
cal nature will be entirely suspended until! 
the Sultan yields to the French demands. 

The French government holds that the 
Sultan has broken his word. He has prom- 
ised full payment of the long-standing in- 
demnities to the Frenchmen, —— to 
12,000,000 francs, but at the end of last 
week declined to pay the full amount and 
offered a reduced sum, which was refused 
by M. Constans, who waited until yester- 
day, and then departed. 

The Sultan made a final attempt to in- 
duce him to stay. M. Constans had left 
Therapia on board the Vautour, for Stam- 
boul, where he was to take the Orient 
express. A court chamberlain arrived at 
Stamboul in posthaste from the Sultan, 
begging M. Constans to return to Ther- 
apla and promising that everything would 
be safely settled. 

M. Constans declined to return, declar- 
ing the time for promises was past and 
that it was for the Sultan to fulfill his un- 
dertakings. 

The Frénch government will take no 
further steps in the matter, but will wait 
for the Sultan to move. It is thought the 
Sultan will not allow the present situa- 
tion to last very long.

OVER 100,000 VISITORS THERE. 


MISSOURI MARCHED UNDER POST 
GRAND COMMANDER M’MILLAN. 


The Hue of the Parade Was a Blaze 
of Color and Templars’ Decora- 
tions—Admiral Schley’s 
Regrets by Telegraph. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 27.—A parade of 
39,000 plumed knights, marching to the miu- 
sic of three-score brass bands, today 
marked the formal opening of the twenty- 
eighth triennial conclave of the grand en- 
campment of the Knights Templar. 

Nearly 100,000 visitors were in the city. 
The day dawned bright and clear and the 
sir knights were early astir. The weather 
was, in fact, a fulfillment of the wish ex- 
pressed in a message of regret from Rear-

The parade started at Seventh and May 
streets and moved 4 May to Brook street, 
where officers of the grand encampment 
in carriages joined the marchers. Then 
the paraders moved up Market street, 
Sixth, Jefferson, Fourth, passing the 
Court of Honor; Chestnut street, Floyd, 
Broadway, Fourth, passing under the 
grand arch; Kentucky street, Third, Hill 
Fifth, St. James Court and to Central 
park, where the parade disbanded. 

The sidewalks were a solid mass of spec- 
tators, while every window along. the 
course and every other vantage point was 
occupied to the limit. 

The parade was a magnificent spectacle 
of life and color. Mile after mile of toss- 
ing plumes and fluttering pennons, and 
band after band _  discoursing stirring

When the grand mas- 
ter, Reuben H. Lloyd of California. stepped 
into his carriage, every Knight brought 
his sword to ‘“‘salute.’”’ 

The first grand division of the parade 
was led by Winthrop Messenger,’ grand 
commander of the grand commandery of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, while 
commanderies from New York Veryont, 
Virginia, New Hampshire and Connecticut 
acted as aids. 

Arthur B. Foster, grand commander of 
the garnd commandery of Ohio, guided 
the second division, commanderies of Ohio 
and Maine acting as his aids. Pennsyl- 
vania Templars, headed by Thomas F. Pen- 
man, their grand commander, formed the 
third division. Then came the Indiana 
Templars, following their commander, L.

WILLIAM B. WHITE ACCUSER 


SON OF CHEWING GUM MAGNATE 
GAVE UP $10,500. 


Says He Bought Stock in Mississippi 
Valley Lead Co, Under Wrong 
Impression — Wants 
Money Back. 


Arthur G. Marshall, a St. Louis broker 
with offices on the third floor of the Lin- 
coln Trust building, was held in $19,9C0 
bail by a court in Boston, Mass., Monday, 
to answer on Thursday a charge of hav- 
ing defrauded William B. White, son of 
President W. J. White of the chewing 


gum trust, out of $10,500. 
Young White lives at Cleveland, O., and 


it was at the instance of the Cleveland 
authorities that Marshall was arrested 
last Saturday night, at the aeneee Plaza in 
Boston, where hée was stopping. ee 

According to the story told by wh te 
and his attorneys, Marshall went to Creve- 
land last Avril to sell stock in the Missis- 
sippi Valley Lead company. He bought 
White’s tally-ho and road _ horse for $2259 
and paid for it in stock. When White got 
a few dividends he concluded to buy some 
of the stock and gave Marshall his note 
for $8000 worth. White now alleges that 
Marshall converted the collateral into cash 
and then the dividends stopped coming. 

Marshall is about 35 years old. 

He is a man of pleasant and polished 
address and is generally credited with be- 
ing a shrew and successful promoter. He 
is said to have offices in Cleveland as 
well as in the Lincoln Trust building in 
this city. _He formerly lived in the south- 
west portion of the city, but the city di- 
rectory now gives his residence as 4206. Del- 
mar avenue. He has not been in St. Louis 
the past few months as he has been spend- 
ing hg time at his cottage at one of the 
Michigan resorts and in vacation travels. 


Organized Under 
Laws of Missouri. 

The Mississippi Valley Lead Co., the 
sale of stock in which appears to have 
caused Marshall’s present discomfiture, is 
a corporation organized under the laws of 
Missouri, Dec. 2 " 

In its incorporation papers its head- 
quarters was given as the Union Trust 
building, St. Louis, and its officers as 
Louis A. Cunningham, ea E. South- 
worth, vice-president; E. J. Norris, secre- 
tary and Albert G. Marshall, treasurer. 
Its capital stock was set forth as $100,000, 
divided into 10,000 shares of common and 
preferred, distributed as _ follows: Cun- 
ningham, 5000; Norris, 1000; W. R. Eidson 
and C. F. Kelley, 10 each; Henry Jacob- 
son, 3978; C. M. Herrington and W. C. Hu- 
ber, 1 each. 

One June 4, 1901, advertisements were 
printed in local papers announcing that on 
Aug. 10, 1901, a meeting of the stockhold- 
ers would be held to vote on a proposition 
to increase the capital stock from $100,000 
to $500,000. This announcement was signed

In the office of Ejidson, 
who is secretary of the Royal Fraternal 
Union, it is said that he is out of the city 
and, further, that he is no longer connect- 
ed with the company. Cunningham and 
Norris are respectively president and sec- 
retary of the American Benevolent Asso- 
ciation. Norris is Marshall's brother-in- 
law, and Cunningham is given the same 
residence in the directory as Marshail, 
4206 Delmar avenue. 


Mr. Norris 
Has Nothing to Say. 

Norris is evidently not pleased with the 
announcement of Mr. Marshall's unpleas- 
ant Boston experience. He said Tuesday 
morning that he had nothing to say about 
Marshall or the lead company. 

He is quoted as sayiny, when first ‘n- 
formed of the Boston story, that he knew 
little about Marshall or his connection 
with the lead company, that he had re- 
signed the secretaryship, and that Mar- 
shall had resigned both as an officer and 
director of the organization. 

Others persons say that the Mississippi 
Valley Lead company owns a tract of 
mineral land near Lead Hill, Boone Coun- 
ty, Arkansas, and that it also owns somé 
valuable machinery in that section. 

Officials of the Missouri Trust Company 
say that the Mississippi Valley Lead Com- 
pany at one time announced that the 
trust company would guarantee its stock, 
but when the officials of the trust com- 
nany saw the announcement they prompt- 
ly notified the lead company people. they 
say, to eliminate that portion of their an- 
nouncement®to the public. 

Marshall has some warm friends in St. 
Louis, who say that undoubtedly there is 
another side to his dealings with the son 
of the chewing gum trust president, and 
that if he were in St. Louis, or had any 
one in St. Louis competent to represent 
him properly, his side of the case would 
be given ®ut prominently.

Missouri’s Executive Also Laughs at 
the Idea That He Is Working 
Up a Presidential Boom 
for Himself,

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. 27.—Gov. 
Dockery, replying to a request received this 
morning for an extra session of the legis- 
lature for the purpose of repealing the Nes- 
bit election law of St. Louis, positively de- 
clined the request, for the reason that the 
last legislature amended the law in several 
important particulars, ridding it of those 
features which made partisan advantages 


possible, namely: 

The abolition of the office of deputy elec- 
tion commission and of the provision for 
‘late registration’’ at the City Hall; and 
gave the Republican member of the election 
board the appointment of the Republican 
judges and clerks of election. 

The governor says_ that the law, as 
amended, gives the Republican election 
commission of St. Louls greater power than 
is exercised by the minority party, whether 
Demucratic or Repblican, in any county In 
the state for under the general election 
law the party in power in each of the coun- 
ties names absolutely the judges and clerks 
for the minority party. 

Gov. Dockery is much amused at the dis- 
patches recently sent out from Colorado to 
the effect that he has an agent in the field 
working up a presidential boom for himself. 
The governor this morning authorized the 
statement that there is any such attempt 
being made by anyone anywhere it is with- 
out his knowledge or consent; and that he 
is not engaged in the business of making 
presidential booms, directly or indirectly.

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Roads From the Factory Lead 
to High Places. 


SO SAYS HERBERT H. VREELAND 


YOUNG MEN SHOULD NOT HUNT 
FOR “EASY JOBS.” 


They Should Start in the Shop as the 
Demand Nowadays Is for Men 
Who Have Thorough, Prac- 
tical Training. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—Herbert H. Vree- 
fand, president of the Metropolitan Trac- 
tion Co., has written for the current num- 
ber of the Baturday Evening Post his 
views on whether it is better for a young 
man to start life in a jumper or office coat. 
Mr. Vreeland, who once shoveled gravel for 
a railroad, believes that the roads from the 
factory lead to everywhere. 


The young man, he says, who is about 
to enter business has generally an instinct- 
ive objection to soiling his hands. 

The nice, clean office, with well ordered 


desks, its rugs, its revolving chairs or 
Swinging stools, and its general air of com- 
fort, appeals to him much more strongly 
than the grimy shop or factory. In the of- 
fice everything is quiet and sedate; the 
clerks wear starched shirts, white collars 
and ciean clothes. 

In the shop there is a jangle of noise and 
@ plethora of dirt and grease. The work- 
ers there have smutty faces and black 

ands. In place of the office coat and the 
creased trousers they wear a soiled jumper 
and overalis. In the office work begins at 
8 or § and often it is over by 5. In the shon 
the whistle blows at 7 and knocking-off 
time doesn't come till 6. In the one place 
there is nothing more onerous to do than 
Bhove a pen. In the other, work means 
sweat and effort. In the office a man may 

tart in at $10 or even $12 dollars a week. 

n the shop he is lucky if he starts at $65. 

All these appear good reasons why the 
beginner should choose the office. Never- 
theless, when a young man comes to me | 
always turn his mind to the shop. I point 
out to him that the thing to do is to work 
for the future and not for the present; to 
look ahead. That being so, the advantage 
is all with the shop. Though he may start 
in at $10 a week, the average office man 
will probably never get beyond $15. In the 
shop the §5 a week at the start may lead 
to $100 a week. 

The young man who starts in at the shop 
is learning something new every day; he is 
forging steadily ahead and making himself 
more and more valuable. He need never 
be out of work. 

This is easily demonstrated. Let a con- 
cern put an advertisement in a newspaper 
for a clerk or a bookkeeper or an acccount- 
ant, and there will be thousands of an- 
swers. An advertisement for a man with 
a mechanical training will probably bring 
no avaswer at all, because the demand for 
good mechanics is greater than the supply. 

If the mechanic has brains and the capac- 
itv for management, his advancement to- 
ward an executive position of importance 
is very much more certain and rapid than 
that of the office man. 

Mr. Charles M. Schwab, president of the 

reat steel combination, is a conspicuous 
llustration of this fact. 

here was a time when the ordinary 
business man with no practical training 
was acceptable enough as the head of an 
industrial corporation. But, with the vast 
extension of our business and the new 
methods that have come in vogue, the 
stockholders now demand that the person 
who they intrust with the supreme man- 
agement of their business shall be a prac- 
tieal operator. As the scheme _ under 
which we are growing continues, this con- 
dition will be more and more pronounced, 
and the chances for the boy who started in 
the shop will be proportionately increased. 
He. will know all the Setalia of the busi- 
ness, or he will, if he ts the right kind of 
a boy, but the chap who started in the 
office will know nothing of the practical 
workings of his concern. The tools which 
the office man has been taught to handle. 
the books, give him no control of the situ- 
ation. 

The accounting department of the corpo- 
ration, large or small, though in some re- 
Spects one of the most important, is in 
other respects the lease important. It Is 
entirely apaart from the real work. It is 
supernumerary. The accounts may, if nec- 
essary, be made up behind locked doors. 
They may be kept thousands of miles away 
from the scene of operation, and those who 

eep them may neyer even see the opera- 
tions with which their figures have to do. 

It is not necessary that a man should 

eep in a stable to learn how to drive a 

orse. But to be a good driver he should 
certainly know how to put on the harness, 
rs) the horse and to look after its gen- 
eral well being. It is the same way in 
business. To be a good driver, a good ad- 
mrinistrator, a man should know his plant 
from end to end and have a perfect knowl- 
edge of its departments. No one would 
think of making a boss carpenter of a man 
who had never shoved.a plane or a master 
magen of one who had never handled a 
trowel. 

The right sert of a worker, the one who 
is fitted to command on a large scale, wil! 
go even further in the matter of under-

CHINESE RAISED FUNE 


BITTER PROSECUTION OF MAN 
WHO KILLED ONE OF THEM. 


TRIAL WILL BE AT PERRYVILLE 


Reedy Vance, with a Long Record, 
Will Be Fought With Money and 
Best Attorneys Obtainable. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 27.—The trial 
of Reedy Vance for the murder of Lee 
Yick, a Chinaman, in this city, on June 
6, will begin today at Perryville, the case 
having been taken to Perry County on 
a change of venue. 

Two Chinese organizations have raised a 
large fund for the proscution of Vance, and 
to assist the prosecuting attorney of the 
district, have employed Judge Frank T. 
Vaughan and Hon. James A. Gray, both 
former prosecuting attornegs for the dis- 
trict composed of Pulaski and Perry coun- 
ties. 

Over seventy-five witnesses have been 
summoned to appear at Perryville, nearly 
all of whom left that town this morning. 

Reedy Vance has appeared many times 
before the bar of justice, charged with 
the commission of misdemeanors and this 
is the third time he has been compelled to 
answer to a charge of felony. Several years 
ago he killed a man named Sullivan and 
was acquitted on the ground of self-de- 
fense. Two years ago he shot and killed 
a negro on one of the principal streets of 
Little Rock. He was indicted for mur- 
der, but the evidence was so conflicting 
that the two juries before whom he was 
tried were unable to agree upon a verdict. 

The carse that will be called today will 
be prosecuted with vigor. Among the wit- 
nesses summonded to Perryville are 
P. O. Hooper, superintendent of the Ar- 
kansas insane asylum, and a half dozen 
other Little Rock citizens, summoned by 
the defense, who expect to prove that 
Vance was insane at the time the crime 
was committed. 

Vance is an educated man, talks enter- 
tainingly and writes well. His several of- 
fenses in Little Rock have cost the county 
nearly $10,000.

They say that the girl, who was still 
in short dresses, has been discontented at 
home for some time and had a craving for 
dress beyond her means. 

Mrs. William Beck of 4061 Garfield ave- 
nue, over whose apartments the S2viilles 
lived until three weeks ago, said ‘to the 
Post-Dispatch: 

“Adéle told me that she intended leaving 
home some day and remaining away until 
she reached the age of 18. She was very 
fond of the company of young men, but 
her father did net permit her to ~reveive 
callers. She is-a girl of a lively disposi- 
tion and quite fond of a. good time. am 
not at all afraid that she has-killed her- 
self; she loves life too much for that. 

“Adele always read the personal adver- 
tisements in the néwspapera, and some- 
times she answered some of them. She 
talked much about beaux, but I never saw 
@ young man call at her house but once. 

“Adele took great interest in reading 
about girls who had disappeared. The 
case of Annie Feil, who was missing for 
a month and has just returned home, in- 
terested her considerably. She read ev- 
erything she could about it. 

“If she is determined not to return home, 
my opinion is that her father will not 
be able to find her. She is very knowing 
and can keep herself hidden if she wants 
to.’”’ 

The missing girl was housekeeper for her 
father. She bought meats at Garfield 
avenue, at which place the market man 
says she frequently talked to him about 
marriage. 

“She used to ask my advice,’ he said, 
“as to whether she should get married 
or continue going to schowl. I advised her 
to go to school, but she seemed bent on 
marrying if possible.’’

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A PRATICALLY UNENOWN FED- 
ERAL STATUTE TURNS UP. 


OF INTEREST TO RAILROADERS. 


Passed in 1808, Is Contained In Sec- 
tion 10, Chapter 370 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


It is not generally known that the Fed- 
eral statutes contain a law favoring la- 
bor unions in certain branches of industry. 
Such a law is in the books, however, and 
it is one of the most recent additions to 


the Federal code. 

Railroad employes are most interested in 
this law, which applies to steam railroads, 
bridges and ferry companies. It makes the 
discharge of any railroafi employe for 
membership in a labor union a misde- 
meanor. 

It is not thought by lawyers that this 
act, which applies in spedific terms to rail- 
roads and common carriers, could have 
any bearing on the steel strike. 

Many lawyers are not aware of the ex- 
istence of the statute. William L. Morsey, 
assistant United States district attorney, 
said, in loking up the section for the Post- 
Dispatch, that, while it had not been pur- 
Ssely concealend, the law was as yet un- 

amiliar to the majority of lawyers. It 
was passed in 1892. 

The union labor law is contained in sec- 
tion 10 of chapter 370, Revised Statues, and 
is as follows: 

‘That any employer subject to the pro- 
vision of this act, and any officer, agent 
or receiver of such employer, who shall 
require any employe, or any person seek- 
ing employment, as a condition of such em- 
ployment, to enter into any agreement, 
either written or verbal, nc to become or 
remain a member of any labor corporation, 
association or organization, or shal] threat- 
en any employe with loss of employment, 
or shall unjustly discriminate against any 
employe because of his membership in such 
a labor corporation, association or organ- 
ization; or who shall require any employe 
or any person seeking employment, as @ 
condition of such employment, to enter 
into a contract whereby such employe or 
applicant for employment shall agree to 
contribue to any fund for charitable, so- 
cial or beenficial purposes; to release such 
employer from legal liability for any per- 
sonal injury by reason of any benefit re- 
ceived from such fund beyond the propor- 
tion of the benefit arising from the er- 
ployer’s contribution to such fund; or who 
Shall, after having discharged an employe, 
attempt or conspire to prevent such em- 
ploye from obtaining employment, is here- 
by declared to be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereofin any court of 
the United States of competent jurisdiction 
in the district in which such offense was 
committed, shall be punished for each of- 
fense by a fine of not less than $100 and 
not more than $1000.’’

STAGNATION IN SHIPPING. 


Some of the Big Liners Going Out With 
One-Third Cargo. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—Stagnation tn the 
shipping business at New York and even 
more so at the outports is the existing 
condition which asserts that shipping is 
demoralized and that ship owners find 
themselves unable to obtain business at 


any rates. The dearth of merchandise fs 
not confined to any one department. It is 
quite general, including manufactured 
products as well as grain and provisions. 

“This condition of stagnation,” says the 
Journal of Commerce, “‘applies to the ship- 
ping business of outposts even more than 
to New York, as Prgeener yg all the freight 
business out of this port is carried in the 
regular line packets, including the enor- 
mouse freight steamers of the White Star 
Hamburg-American, North German Lloyd 
and Atlantic transport steamship lines. 
With these lines, the absence of demand 
for freight room is indicated merely by 
the low rates at which they offer to take 
cargo. It does not, however, interfere 
with their regular sailing days, for if they 
have not sufficient cargo they merely util- 
ize their water ballast compartments and 
sail ‘light.” It is a fact that large steamers 
with 12,000 tons carrying capacity and up- 
ward have left this port, carrying less than 
$000 tons of cargo, all told.’’

“I fortell,”” she screamed, “the destruc- 
tion of Galesburg in the near future. in 
Tennessee I predicted the overtnrow of a 
town and in a few hours the Lord sent a 
flood, and the streets were filled with dead 
bodies.”’
